NEW STORES AND DWELLINGS. 

The past twelve months have heen 
marked by the erection of au uuprece- 
dented number of new business pre- 
mises and private residences, botli in 
the city and Kuburbs. Tlie fiict is gra- 
tifying evidence thiit Victoria is gra- 
dually but surely, extending in area and 
that residents are resolved on making 
it their permanent home. But wliilst 
tliis circuuistanco is satisfactory to tlie 
community liore it must not lie misun- 
derstood in Eastern Provinces and 
neighboring States. Mechanics and 
others . there should not be carried away 
with the idea that tlie labor market 
liere is not fully supplied. Such is by 
no means the case. Ou the contrary, 
it is stated that the supply Ims for some 
time past been larger than the demand 
and probably to this circumstance may 
be attributed the cheap rates at whicli 
buildings have rccoutly boon erected 
and, as a natural consequence, the in- 
creased number thereof. People wlio 
have money to invest in buildings gen- 
erally avail theinselvos of a favorable 
lluctuation in the labor market and 
vrhen wages are low can, of course, se- 
cure the erection of a store or a d-well- 
ing at a less cost than when the reverse 
is the case. Therefore, although it is 
pleasing to bo able to append a lengthy 
and somewhat detailed list of buildings 
erected during the i)ast twelve months 
it must be borne in mind by those who 
peruse it outside of the Province that 
there are really more mechanics and 
laborers already here than can obtain 
employment month in and month out. 
The cost illixed to several buildings is 
only approximate, and in other respects 
the list is subject to revision :

On Church Hill, Mr, J. Roberts has 
added to the improvements of that vicin- 
ity by the erection of a well situated 
dwelling house and cottage. Mi-. Millar 
has also recently erected a dwelling at 
no great distance from Angola College, 
from i)lan8 prepared by Mr. Harris. A 
little further from the city the now 
residences of Mr. G. Mansell and Mr. 
H. Rudolph OQ Richardson street have 
materially contributed to the appear- 
anco of that locality. Adjacent to 
Chatham and Quadra streets five dwell- 
ing bouses are in the course of erection, 
one of them being constructed by IMr. 
Douglas and one by filr. McBroom. On 
Davica street Mr. T.S, Allafct is building 
a cottage residence for Mr. Knight, In 
James Bay ward, one of the most de- 
lightful and picturesque portions of the 
city, tho main avenues are becoming 
rapidly lined with handsome residences, 
several of which are alluded to above. 
On tho comer of Bird-cago Walk and 
Superior street, Messr-s. Cameron Bros, 
have a substantial dwelling house, and a 
little hearer town Capt. Rayraur has 
had erected two well finished cottage 
reaidcuces. On Michigan street Mr. 
John Wark is building a neat house, 
and Mr. E. Truran is making an addi- 
tion to his residence. On Simcoe street 
a cottage has recently been built for 
Mr. Randall, and on Quebec street Mr. 
T. C. Nuttall and Mr. Donald Mackay 
are making desirable alterations to their 
respective homes, as also is Mr, W. 
Bickford to bis dwelling on St, Law- 
rence street. Near to Senator Mac- 
douald'a handsotne residence a cottage 
was a few months since completed on 
tho McTavish estate. The residence of 
Mr. A. A. Green on Birdcage Walk 
has baen muchimproved by an addition, 
as have many other dwellings in that 
vicinity. Near tho public sohoijls, at 
the head of Fort street Mr, J, Elford 
has built himself a nice residence; so has 
Mr. Carrington in tho same locality. 
On Johnson street, between Vancouver 
and Cook, there are three new dwell- 
ings, eligibly situated. On Fort street 
numerous improvements have during 
tho past few months been effected, most 
of which will be found in the list given 
above. The most recent is the rebuild- 
ing of several old stores next to Ander- 
son's bakery. On Princess street Mr. 
Geo. Frye is building a residence, and 
Mra. King is doing tho same thing on 
an adjacent lot. Returning to the heart 
of the city tho improvements on Lang- 
lcy street attract attention and on Yates 
street men are already breaking ground 
for the erection of two brick stores on 
the Treweek estate corner of Oriental 
Alley for Dr. Matthews, whilst on the 
corner of Johnson and Douglas streets 
Mr. G. Tompkins is putting up a largo 
and substantial building in which to 
manufacture and repair carriages, wag- 
ons and agricultural implements. On 
Store street Mr. Joseph Spratt is mak- 
ing extensive and important additions 
to Albion Foundry and is erecting a 
large wharf and warehouse adjacent to 
tlie wharf at which his steamers at pre- 
sent land. The doors, sashes, moulding 
and interior fittings for many of the 
above mentioned dwellings and business 
premises have been supplied by Slessrs. 
Muirhead it Mann whose factory is one 
of the busiest hives in the city. Messrs. 
Hayward it Jenkinson have, of course, 
furnished a great number of doors, 
sashes, &c., inasmuch as they have had 
contracts 'on hand for the erection of 
whole buildings in addition to business 
coming tlirough ordinary channels, and 
the sash and door factory of Messrs. 
Smith it Clark has also been kept fully 
occupied on a similar footing. It would 
be no difficult task to continue to 
enumerate other improvements, but 
those alluded to must for the present be 
accepted as suflicient and satisfactory 
evidence that the city is spreading in 
every (piarter and that in the course of 
time Victoria is destined to become not 
only a very populous centre of commerce 
but a prosperous one as well.

Tullis on Grand Island. He confesses 
to have instigated the murder for the 
purpose getting control of tho estate of 
tho deceased. He implicates as a per- 
petrator of tho deed Edward Anderson, 
a Swede formerly in his employ, and 
another party .whoso name is not yet 
ascertained. .Anderson has also madu 
a confessimr corroborating that of Dyo. 
Ander.son was to receive si.x; thousand 
dollars for the job. They had previous- 
ly tried to kill Tullis by poison. They 
had also discussed tho murder of other 
citizena The details are replete with 
cold-blooded cruelty. Dye has hereto- 
foto borne a good reputation in the 
community aiul his connection with tho 
aflair has created the utmost excitement. 

Europe. 

Vienna, Aug. 16. — Gen, Philliporith 
telegraphs that Hafiz Pasha and a dep- 
utation of leading inhabitants of Sero- 
jnvo bogged him to stop his advance as 
noithcr information from the portn nor 
tho Austrian proclamation had boon 
promulgated at Serejevo. Gen. Phil- 
lipovich refused, telling them Europe 
had decreed the occupation. 

Berlin', Aug. I,"). — Eniil Ilodel, who 
attempted the assassination of tho Em- 
peror William, May 11th, in the avenue 
Unter dor Linden was beheaded this 
morning in the coyrt yafd pf t|io new 
prison. The Imperial warrant decree- 
ing that justice should take its course 
was signed on the 8th of tho present 
month, Iloedel's age Avas about 21. 
On tho trial ho protested that he liad 
not intended to take the life of the 
Emperor, but sought to sacrifice his own 
lifo in a public manner in order to 
create sympathy for the sullering of the 
peopley-but numerous witno.sBes testilind 
that Hoedel levelled his weapon directly 
at the emperor. 

London, Aug. IG. — The parliament 
was prorogued to-day by tho Queen 
until the 2nd of November. In the 
royal speech which was read on tho oc- 
casion the Queen congratulates parlia- 
ment on the conclusion of peace l)y tho 
Berlin Congress and Cyprus treaty is 
referred to as guarantee of British inde- 
pendence and a pledge of reform.

Whoever has taken a trij) from Vic- 
toria to Alaska 1'erritory, and been 
fortunate enough to liavo choson either 
the month of July or August for the 
journey, has indulc;ed in a treat that 
many European tourists who boast of 
the bountiful scenery of the old world 
would revel in in wild admiration. The 
many scenes of beauty and attraction 
which interest tlic traveller in coun- 
tries where the inarch o£ civilization has 
left the impress of improvement to vary 
the picture and relieve tho vision of the 
dull luonotont of sameness have been 
gazed on with wonder and admiration ; 
but for natural beauty, unaltered, and 
not despoiled by any artificial changes 
of mankind, many of tho wonders of 
cft-iental sublimity, comparatively dwin- 
dle into mean insignificance when com- 
pared witli tho primitive grandeur of the 
scenery in the inland sea or sound 
travel from A''ictoria to Wrangel. The 
distance is about 700 miles ; and is, 
after the first 90 miles, one of the most 
beautiful inland passages of sea 
travel in tho world. One can scarcely 
imagine that lie is sailing on the graat 
Pacific, for the journey appears as if it 
were on tho ])lacid waters of a thous- 
and lakes connected by locks formed by 
the Land of nature. Tho innumerable 
islands, which like specks appear on the 
chart, form a most complete break- 
water along the coast, and with the ex- 
ception of two open roadsteads. Queen 
Charlotte and Millbank Sounds, and 
Cape Fo.x, the long stretch of naviga- 
tion is comparatively a jjlacid surface. 
In many places the jiassage among the 
islands is very narrow, and tho vast 
mountains on either side almost hide 
their summits in tho hazy clouds, as 
if ashamed that their sterility should 
be reflected in tho mirrored sheet be- 
neath. The mountains, reaching directly 
to the coast, have given tlie adjacent 
islands, with but few exceptions, the 
same character, and every shape of 
beauty and deformity characterize them 
as being once a part of the main range ; 
but nature in her erratic freaks having 
severed the ties, the separation appears 
to have retarded their growth, and they 
present a dwarfed appearance alongside 
of their antcdeluvian parent. Among 
the numerous inlets, bays nnd coves 
v,-hieh indent the coast and islands, are 
many that abound with fish. In sev- 
eral places myriads of the finny tribe 
are seen, giving evidence of the abun- 
dant wealth of these waters. 

fisherie.s on skeena kiveu. 
About 12 miles below tlie mouth of 
Skeena River, on an i.slcnd, the Wind- 
sor canning company is located. This 
place is named Aberdeen. The com- 
pany, having only recently started with 
a small capital, has not yet made much 
progress; still there is marked evidence 
of energy nnd enterprise displayed in 
tho commodiouH buildings required for 
the purpose. Several hundred cases of 
salmon have been put up this eaaon by 
this company. At the mouth of the 
river a neat whitewashed row of large 
two-story frame buildings presents a 
regular factory appearance. The tall, 
.smoking flues and steam jots indicate 
the hum of labor and industry within. 
This is tho Inverness canning company 
under the superintendence of Mr. 
Neill and worked with capital from 
San Francisco. This estalishmenfc has 
a capacity of about 300 cases per day, 
but is not running full-handed. So 
for this season there have been put up 
about 3,000 cases. During tho past 
week (July 20th) the catch has been 
more abundant, the highest number in 
one day being 1,500, the averagd about 
700 salmon daily. The company em- 
ploys at tho time I write 120 hands — 
white men, say ten, Chinese twenty, 
Indians fifty, Indian women and boys 
thirty. These numbers are only ap- 
proximate ; but so far as tho writer was 
able to learn, are nearly correct. In- 



dian men get $1 per day, boys fifty 
cents, and women live bit.s for twelve 
hours, and board themselves. Tlie 
squaws do a good deal of the light 
work, such as packing and piling up 
tins, japanning tho cans, making nets, 
etc. They are (piite disconcerted at the 
entrance of a stranger, and "put on" a 
very dignified and .independent air. 
if that significance of their im- 
portance grows with the knowl- 
edge of the business, tliey may 
yet bo like Sam Slick's Lowell fac- 
tory girls— all claim relationship to somo 
one of rank and distinction. With regard 
to one of tho definitions of tho former, tak- 
en in an odoriferous sense, they certainly 
claim an indefeasible right, for thoy are, 
without distinction, hereditarily rank.

GENICRAli FEATl-RES 

Of tho country from hero to Wrangle 
indicate a barren and sterile waste. Na- 
ture must have boiled up in a rago in 
these parts, and while at the top of her 
fury became petrified, leaving the traces 
of passions in giant rocky mountains, 
lasting and immovable monuments to 
her displeasure. 

WRANGEL. 

Hero wc are, for tho present, at tho 
end of our sea travel, the inpressious 
formed of this place at the first sight, if 
favorable to the traveller, will at once 
vanish when he sets his foot on shore 
in tho town. It has no beauty, no at- 
traction. An irregular row of now 
buildings, witli but throe or four ex- 
ceptions, adorn a filthy flat close to 
high water mark. The neglect of 
sanitary regulations has allowed the 
natives to accumulate all kinds of 
filth; and Indians and salmon 
offal, and stagnant cesspools at tlio back 
of tho houses fill the air with stench until 
the olfactory nerves quiver at each blast. 
The principal business houses aro those 
of J. L. Stephens, J. Frohman, Wm. K. 
Loar, A. Martin and Brohinno & Marx. 
There is a largo Indian trade at this place; 
at certain seasons of the year, spring and 
fall, there aro sometimes congregated over 
two hundred Indians. Some two or throe 
hundred of tho maids of tho forest, after 
visiting the'Cassiar mines during tlie sum 
mer months, return with their illgotten 
gains earned by the recklessness and 
bestiality of some of the improvident 
miners. Strange to say, that men who 
have been reared within tho pale of civili- 
zation, several of v.'hom at home in their 
native land had in their younger and more 
thoughtless days graced tho social circle 
of good society, should so far forgot tho 
oarly teachings and examples of their 
honored and respected friends in the land 
of their birtli as to sink to the lowest 
depths of human depravity by intormingl 
ing with the most filthy specimens of dc 
praved humanity. Truly the poet wrote: 

" By nature vile, ciioblcd but bv name, 
Each kindred brute nilirlit bid tlice blush with shame' 

Wo leave this youthful Sodom and take 
passage on board tho steamer Gertrude.

A British Baronet Arrested fop 
Stealing a Woman's Jewelry. 
At Marylebono Police Court yester- 
day Sir Capel Fitzgerald, Baronet, 
twenty-five, described on the charge 
sheet as of the Southampton Arms, Sur- 
bitom, Surrey, was brought uj) on a 
warrant charged with stealing on Juno 
25th two diamond stars and other pro- 
perty, value £'100, of Susan Stevens. 
George Lewis prosecuted. He remarked 
that the prisoner was charged with 
stealing several articles, and it was 
hardly possible to state the feelings of 
indignation and contempt any one must 
have for a man who stood in the posi- 
tion of tho prisoner, who was a baronet. 
It appeared that this lady who was liv- 
ing under the protection of some other 
man, became acquainted ■with the 
prisoner, and that he robbed her 
of about £400. Of his guilt there was 
the slightest doubt. 

The first letter written by the jjris- 
oner to the prosecutri.K, continued Mr. 
Lewis, after the theft was addressed 
"to my darling," and in it he said that 
by no chance could he return the jewels 
beforo the following Monday. Tho 
next letter written by him to her was 
ns follows: 

Lowo's Hotel, New Bond .street, 
Tuesday. 

Emmie; What must you think of me, 
and what can I say in palliation? If 
you knew all, perhaps you would not 
be Ro hard; but this I do know, whether 
you are or not, as you have not said a 
word. I wish you had. It would be 
perferable to your silence. You don't 
know what temptation is, especially if 
you are with any one you care for; and, 
God is my judge, I love you bolter 
than any one else in this world, or liave 
overdone. * * Emmie, my dar- 
ling! can you forgive nie'i I can 
never myself, however. On Friday all 
will be made right, and then, perhaps, 
to a certain extent, you will forgive 
ine. Shall I come to you, Emmiei I 
don't know how to face those eyes of 
yours, t Yours, always, Capel. 
Another letter was as follows. 
LoNo'a Hotel, New Bond street 

Wednesday. 
Mx Dear Em.mie. No rooms at tho 
Great Western except tho sitting and 
bed-rooms, so we have got a room here, 
23, second floor. Write me a line to- 
night, my darling, and forgive me all, 
I shall see you if you like to-morrow, 
and on Friday it -will bo all right. I 
do love you- so much, and you must 
know it, darling. 1 am, and shfiU be, 
so lonely without you. Yours ever and 
always. - Oapel. 

This was tiio woman, continued Mr. 
Lewis, from whom the prisoner secretly 
stole her jewelry, value at .£400, on his 
inviting her to Paris. He hardly need 
say that tho jiroperty was not restored, 
ana had it boon, the facts having come to 
the ears of somo gentlemen who knew the 
prosecutrix ho would havebeen given in- 
to custody. A reward of £20 had been 
oflTored for the disooyery of the prisoner 
and he was apprehended that Saturday, 
at Surbiton. The prosecutrix was at 
present at Peterborough, but slie had 
been telegraphed for and would attend 
at the next hearing. The information 
having been formally read over, Mr. 
Mansfield remanded the prisoner. — Lon- 
don Tekgraph, J-aly Sth.

"Take the weapon 
away from him, "shouted one of tho 
Court, as the judge ducked his head in 
anticipation of an accident. And the 
witness was relieved of the j>i»tol and 
bundled ofTtohis place without more ado. 
" Have you anything to say for yoursolf," 
demands tho President of tho prisoner. 
"No, thank you," replies Hoedel, with 
anothor ghastly grin, " I should be very 
Bori-y to plead beforo sxich a tribunal!" That 
concludes tho case. Tho judges, scandal- 
ized by the behaviour of tho impudent 
yonth before them, move off without do- 
lay into another room to consult, and 
Hoedel is marched to his coll while thoy 
decide his fate. Thoy aro not gone half 
an hour when a voice in Court tells of 
Hoedel's return, and directly afterwards 
tho judges enter. The black cap is as- 
sumed ; tho prisoner has scarcely stood 
up, and tho judges have scarcely sat down 
beforo Hoodol is told "in tho name of tho 
King of Prussia, that for the crime of at- 
tempting to kill the Kaiser William, ho 
shall bo beheaded, and forfeit all right of 
citizenship."
